County planners

rooming house operator that his 
business is suffering because area 
farmworkers are being put up in 
barracks-like dormitories by local 
growers has gone before the County 
Planning Commission 
Vegetable growers in the Lompoc 
Valley are providing such housing 
on what appears to be a major scale 
in 
some 
areas, 
Robert 
Lilley, 
commission member from Lompoc 
told the planning body. 


Lilley said that in view of the 
complaint which he was forwarding, 
and the camps now existing in the 
valley housing many Oxnard farm 
laborers, 
the commission might 
make some determination on their 
use 


It was determined that the County 
Health 
Department 
should 
be 
requested to forward information on 
the 
location of the camps, to 
determine initially if they came 
under 
uses 
allowable 
under 
agricultural districts. 


Planning Director Britt Johnson 
said 
such camps regardless of 
sensity were allowed in the AG- 
general agricultural districts under 
the zoning ordinance. 
Lilley said commission scrutiny 


seemed advisable as the labor camp 
situation was likely to be “ an 
increasing problem' in view of the 
changeover in a number of areas 
from flower raising to truck crops in 
the valley 
Need to house the farm workers, 
many of them itinerant, could be 
spread over most of the year now 
instead of being merely seasonal, he 
declared 
He 
added 
that 
such 
facilities might well be controlled 
by conditional use permits 
Present camps exist, he said he 
learned, in areas off Union Sugar 
Co Ave. and De Wolfe Ave. in the 
Lompoc area 
The commission was told there is 
a “ density problem" involving such 
camps, with one said to have a 60^ 
bed capacity on a 98 acre property. 
Laborers housed at one dormitory 
site hy a grower appeared to range 
over a number of areas where the 
grower 
had 
operations, 
the 
commission was told 
Commissioner John F. Adam, Jr., 
of 
Santa 
Maria, 
suggested the 
Health Department watch over the 
situation.

Trying to solve the soft water 
problems of Lompoc these days is 
pretty hard — about twice as hard 
as it was a year ago. 
A year ago the city of Lompoc was 
treating its water with soda ash to 
reduce the “ hardness” of it. Now it 
is using lime to do the same job but 
the result is that the city is drinking 
and cooking with water that is twice 
as hard as a year ago. 


What happened in the last year is 
a mystery to some. But one thing is 
certain: 
Lompocans 
are 
using 
harsher water with lime softeners 
than with the old soda ash. 


Another fact is that there isn’t a 
supply of soda ash to maintain water 
supplies 
of 
municipalities 
throughout the nation. One reason 
for 
this, 
according 
to 
some 
members 
of 
the 
city’s 
Water 
Commission, 
have 
been 
the 
advances 
made 
by 
environmentalists. 


Rather 
than 
spending 
huge 
amounts of money to rebuild or 
repair soda ash factories that were 
built abound the turn of the century, 
Eastern 
manufacturers 
have 
refused to continue operations and 
simply quit, they say 
And with the energy crisis cited as 
another reason for the lack of soda 
ash, cities were forced to look for an 
alternate form of water softening 
One chemical that Lompoc* looked 


into as a possible replacement was 
sodium hydroxide. City officials 
looked into the price of the sodium 
hydroxide and then proceeded to 
check 
into 
other 
softening 
possibilities. 
The 
price 
of 
the 
hydroxide was too high at that time. 
So Lompoc was forced to look at 
another form of water softening: 
lime The city has been using it 
since. The cost of the lime is now 
$43 40 a ton — reflecting a $14 
increase since July 1. The city, 
according to the city’s water plant 
supervisor Dale Batchelor, will use 
some 2,000 tons of lime a year in an 
attempt to soften the water supply. 
But the possibility of the city 
going back to soda ash is still 
considered 
by 
the 
Water 
Commission. A Los Angeles firm 
said that it will have soda ash in 
stock, which it is out of, by July of 
1975. 
But there’s no guarantee that the 
city would have an opportunity to 
purchase some even if the Los 
Angeles firm was stocked with it. 
City Administrator Gene Wahlers 
said in February that he feels that 
the need for mandatory allocations 
of soda ash is necessary for the city. 
There is a bill in Congress that 
would deal with such mandatory 
allocations. 
Introduced 
by 
Congressman 
Paul 
Rogers 
of 
Florida, the Emergency Chlorine 
Allocation Act of 1973 would also 
deal with soda ash.

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Evidence released from House committee: 


Nixon feared early probe would focus on him

President Nixon feared the early 
stages 
of 
the 
Watergate 
investigation would lead to the 
White House and to him and told 
aides “ we’ve got to cut that back,” 
evidence released in the House 
Judiciary Committee impeachment 
inquiry shows. 
A newly 
released tape of a 
presidential 
conversation 
made 
public 
in 
eight 
volumes 
of 
committee 
evidence 
Thursday 
showed that less than two weeks 
after the June 17, 1972, break-in 
—when the case was still limited to 
those originally arrested —Nixon 
expressed 
fear 
that 
more 
information would come out. 
On the following March 17, when 
the investigation had intensified, 
Nixon expressed the fear in a second 
newly disclosed conversation that 
the probe would lead “ to the White 
House, to the President." And he 
told his top aides “ we’ve got to cut 
that back.” 
The 
committee 
released 
the 


evidence its 38 members heard in 
the course of six weeks of closed 
hearings. While there was some new 
information in the material, there 
were no major surprises. 
One of the eight volumes was the 
Nixon Watergate defense presented 
to the committee by his lawyer, 
James D. St. Clair. It was mostly 
directed at rebutting the charge that 
Nixon ordered hush money paid to 
Watergate burglar E Howard Hunt

The release of the material drew 
mixed reactions from the White 
House. St. Clair said he was pleased 
the committee released “ such a 
large volume of material.”

One section of the report reprints 
a transcript indicating that on June

Present were the President; his 
chief aide, H R 
Haldeman, and 
John N. Mitchell, who was quitting 
that day 
as 
Nixon’s campaign 
manager. The transcript includes 
this passage: 
Haldeman. “ Well, there maybe is 


another facet. The longer you wait, 
the more risk each hour brings. You 
run the risk of more stuff, valid or 
invalid, surfacing on the Watergate 
caper...” 


Nixon: “ Yes, that’s the other 
thing, if someone does come out but 
we don t —we hope nothing will. It 
may not 
But there’s always the 
risk ” 


Haldeman: “ As of now, there is no 
problem there. As of any moment in 
the future there is at least a 
potential problem.” 


Nixon: “ Well, I’d cut the loss fast. 
I ’d cut it fast. If we re going to do it, 
I ’d cut it fast. That s my view 
generally speaking.” 


The President’s fears the inquiry 
might lead to him were expressed in 
a March 17, 1973, meeting with John 
W. Dean III, then his counsel. This 
was four days before the date Nixon 
has said he first learned the full 
Watergate story in a meeting with 
Dean.

White House pressured the Internal 
Revenue Service to to try to get 
Democratic party head Lawrence F. 
O’Brien jailed on tax charges before 
the 1972 election, according to a

The report said the probe was 
requested despite an IRS policy not 
to deal with politically sensitive 
cases in an election year. 
The eventual audit taxes turned up 
no major discrepancies, the report 
said, 
despite 
White 
House 
suggestions O’Brien had received 
large amounts of money from How­ 
ard Hughes, who also contributed to 
the Nixon campaign fund 
“ I 
wanted them 
to turn 
up 
something and send (O’Brien) to jail 
before the election,” former Nixon 
adviser John D. Ehrlichman is 
quoted as telling the committee. 
The committee report says that at 
the same time, the IRS held up 
audits on Nixon’s friend Charles G. 
“ Bebe” Rebozo and the President’s 
brother F. Donald Nixon because of 
a policy decision not to pursue 
political 
cases before 
the 
1972 
election. 
In its report on an investigation 
into the $100,000 Howard Hughes 
contribution kept by Rebozo, the 
committee said the IRS also had 


planned to hold up the O’Brien audit, 
but reversed its decision under 
pressure from Ehrlichman. 
The audit was initiated, the report 
said, when the White House aides 
told the IRS that O’Brien had 
received 
large 
amounts 
from 
Hughes. 
Prior 
to 
taking 
the 
Democratic post, O’Brien had been 
retained by Hughes as a public 
relations consultant on the West 
Coast.

Water passing through the 
RO route would have no 
hardness at all. Water going

Reagan vetoes ex-con voting bill 


SACRAMENTO (U P I)—Citing “ major defects” in the bill, 
Gov. Ronald Reagan has vetoed part of a legislative 
package aimed at granting all ex-felons in California the 
right to vote. 


The measure (AB1128) was a companion bill to a 
proposed constitutional amendment (ACA38) which will be 
on the Nov. 5general election ballot. 


Voters will decide in the election if they want to remove 
constitutional provisions which allow counties to bar ex­ 


felons from voting. The vetoed bill would have made 
changes in statutory law to conform with a recent state 
Supreme Court decision. The decision held that equal 


protection of the laws requires that ex-felons be allowed to 
vote. 


Both measures were authored by Assemblyman Julian 
Dixon, D-Los Angeles. 
In his veto message Thursday, Reagan noted the 
California court decision has since been overturned by the 
U.S. Supreme Court, which ruled that ex-felons need not be 
given voting rights. 
The governor also said technical problems in the bill 
would have unwittingly meant the repeal of the state’s new 
election provision allowing women to register as “ Ms.” 
“ Because of these two major defects, I am returning the 
bill unsigned,” Reagan said. 
A spokesman for Dixon said if voters approved the consti­ 
tutional change, another bill will be introduced next year 
when the state has a new governor. 
The law allowing women to register as “ Ms,” “ Mrs.” 
“ Miss,” or even “ Mr.” will become effective next January.

Sea mining 
possibility 
in Hawaii 


HONOLULU 
(UPI) 
Hawaii 
is 
weighing 
the 
possibility of a billion dollar 
sea mining industry with the 
dangers of polluting her 
unspoiled shores. 
A study of the ocean 
environment has astounded 
state 
officials, 
scientists 
and the business community 
with 
the 
revelation that 
deposits on the ocean floor 
between the islands hold a 
treasure in precious metals 
and a possible economic 
bonanza for Hawaii. 
The report, "Hawaii and 
the Sea, 1974," prepared by 
Gov. 
John 
Burns’ 
Task 
Force 
on 
Oceanography, 
disclosed that vast amounts 
of gold, silver, platinum, 
iridium, 
osmium 
and 
palladium in addition to 
manganese, nickel, iron and 
copper occupy a plateau 
3,000 to 6,000 feet deep. 
George 
W ilkins, 
a 
scientist with the Navy’s 
Undersea Center and head 
of 
the 
task 
force, 
said 
although 
manganese 
deposits 
were known to 
exist in the islands prior to 
his team’s report, "there 
was no world shortage of 
manganese and saturating 
the 
market 
would 
just 
reduce the metal’s value. 
Working with scientists at 
the University of Hawaii 
and in private industry, the 
task 
force 
learned 
that 
based on a one million ton-a- 
year mineral harvest that 
could 
be 
taken by one 
mining ship from the ocean 
floor, the metals haul could 
come to an annual gross 
value of $785 million.

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'Rozelle Rule': it started 
with R.C. Owens back in '61

SAN FRANCISCO, Calif. - 
(NEA) — In the bitter strike 
that threatens professional 
football, the vortex of the 
argument between players 
and owners is that malaprop 
edict called the Rozelle Rule 
The Rozelle Rule is the 
demagogic label applied by 
Ed Garvey, the tough-talking 
oung lawyer who heads the 
FL Players Association. 
It refers to a league rule 
passed in 1963 by the NFL 
owners which stipulates that 
if a player plays out the op­ 
tion year of his contract <at a 
mandatory 10 per cent salary 
cut), the team signing him 
must compensate his original 
employer for the loss. 
It they can’t agree on the 
price (in players, money or 
draft choices), Commissioner 
Pete Rozelle will determine 
the proper compensation 
In the NFL ledgers it is 
known as the Option Compen­ 
sation Rule. 
It should, 1 insist, be called 
the R.C. Owens rule. 
R.C. Owens is a big ebony 
man with a big smile who to­ 
day is Equal Opportunity 
Specialist in the western re­ 
gional office of the Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education 
and Welfare (HEW), and who 
is faintly amused by the furor 
over the Rozelle Rule, whose 
philosophic impact engulfs 
all sports. Players argue that 
it imposes servitude on them. 
Back in 1961, R.C. Owens 
was a big, unhappy receiver 
for the San Francisco 49ers 
who thought he was worth 
more than the $10,500 he was 
paid the previous season. He 
refused to sign a new con­ 
tract and announced that he 
was playing out his option, 
whicn theoretically would 
make him a free agent, eligi­ 
ble to be signed by another 
pro team in 62. 
“ But there was an unwrit­ 
ten law,” recalls Owens, “that 
you couldn’t do this because 
no other team would sign 
you.”

Never before had 
in the NFL played out his op­ 
tion and signed with another 
NFL team. There was a 
gentlemen’s agreement, con­ 
cedes an NFL owner. 
Owens’ impending freedom 
was no secret. Teams in the 
young American Football 
League, among them San 
Diego, contacted him during 
the 61 season but were loathe 
to offer him a deal because 
they feared the NFL teams 
would launch counter-raids 
on their personnel. 
NFL teams talked to him 
slyly, too, on an informal 
level. Altogether he received 
overtures from 15 teams but 
no proferred deal. 
“ Before a player plays out 
his option,” says Owens, “ he 
has to know the odds are 
against him. 1 went to Red 
Hickey, the 49ers’ coach, and

Despite the late start and 
the reduced pay of $9,450 (less 
than half what an NFL team 
pays a free-agent punter to­ 
day), Owens caught 55 passes, 
among the top 10 in the 
league — and was ostensibly 
jobless. 
But in Baltimore, owner 
Carroll Rosenbloom was told 
by his lawyers, who were an­ 
titrust experts, that the NFL 
was risking antitrust prose­ 
cution by blacklisting Owens. 
He says he tried to make a 
deal for Owens with the 49ers 
but was spurned by their late 
owner, Vic Morabito. So, 


“ altruistically. 
Owens anyhow - 
pay a cent for him. 
Morabito never spoke to 
Rosenbloom again 
The other NFL owners, 
alert to the danger of other 
stars following Owens lead, 
soon passed w hat has become 
known as the Rozelle Rule. 
Subsequently such big 
names as tight end Ron 
Kramer and fullback Jim 
Taylor of the Green Bay 
Packers played out their op­ 
tions and went to Detroit and 
New Orleans, respectively, 
with the Packers getting first 
draft choices as compensa­ 
tion. 
In 1967, corner back Pat 
Fischer played out his option 
with St. Louis and was signed 
by Washington. The clubs 
couldn’t agree on payment, 
and for the first time Com­ 
missioner Pete Rozelle step­ 
ped in as arbitrator to award 
the Cardinals second and 
third round draft choices. 
Hence, the Rozelle Rule 
Still, the Owens case re­ 
mains the true historic basis 
for it as the only instance in 
which a player voluntarily 
jumped from one NFL team 
to another without obligation. 
(Technically, it also hap­ 
pened in 1971 when wiae 
receiver Al Denson went 
from Minnesota to Oakland, 
but the Vikings let it be 
known beforehand they ex­ 
pected no compensation) 
Lou Spadia, now the presi­ 
dent of the 49ers, claims that 
ultimately (in 1965) the Colts 
gave the 49ers a third round 
draft choice because the 
Owens case “ojpened up a 
Pandora’s box. 
Ironically, 
Owens was no longer in the 
game. 
Attitudes do change. 
“ You can be assured the 
owners in the NFL will not 
raid each other,” says 
Rosenbloom, who took over 
the Los Angeles Rams. 
"Today, 1 would not sign 
R.C. Owens.”

PITTSBURGH (U PI) - 
Oregon's 
wood 
products 
industry 
has 
long 
been 
plagued by an expensive 
nuisance —how to dispose of 
three 
million 
tons 
of 
Douglas fir tree bark each 
year. 
The bark, stripped from 
trees 
in 
Oregon 
by 
lumbering 
firm s, 
traditionally was burned. 
But because of air pollution 
the burning method is now 
under strong attack. 
Sale of the bark for fuel or 
garden mulch has barely 
made a dent in the mounting 
pile of bark. 
Bohemia, Inc., of Eugene, 
Ore., and the Blaw-Knox 
Chemical Plants Division of 
Dravo Corp, 
Pittsburgh, 
collaborated 
to 
find 
a 
solution to the problem. 
Douglas fir bark consists 
of three main constituents 
—cork, 
bast 
fibers 
and 
amorphous 
powder. 
In 
addition, wax is also present 
in higher quantities than 
most species of trees. 
Bohemia 
developed 
a 
system 
which selectively 
extracts the wax, which is in 
the cork fraction of the bark. 
A pilot plant was operated 
for about four years in 
Bohemia s laboratories at 
Eugene. 
In March, 
1973 
Bohemia 
awarded 
a 
contract to Blaw-Knox to 
construct a plant, now near 
completion. 
When in full operation the 
pant will convert about 2,000 
tons of bark per month into 
a high quality vegetable 
wax. It is estimated that 70 
to 80 tons of wax will be 
turned out each month. 
In addition, production is 
projected 
to 
include 
manufacture of 600 to 750 
tons of cork each month and 
500 to 600 tons of bast fibers, 
a 
material 
suitable 
for 
giving strength to plastics. 
The 
vegetable 
wax 
produced by the Bohemia 
process is a hard, light 
greenish-brown

that can be used in polishes, 
carbon paper and many 
types of cosmetics.

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Boys' clubhouse is 
illegal in Honolulu 


HONOLULU (U PI) — All Eric Chapman and his friends 
wanted to do was build a clubhouse. 
The youngsters worked for weeks, gathering lumber, 
hauling it to Eric’s yard and painstakingly putting together 
the ramshackle walls and roof. 
The shack didn’t look like much, but the youths were 
proud of their efforts and named the clubhouse. “ The 
Reformery.” 
“ It was a place for us to go and stay out of trouble," 
explained 14-year-old Eric. “ It kept us off the streets 
1 We called it the Reformery because we’re trying to re­ 
form." 
But someone didn’t like the clubhouse and complained to 
the city building department. It turned out that clubhouses 
like E ric’s, almost an American institution among boys 
wanting a sanctuary, are illegal in Honolulu. 
The inspector issued Eric’s mother a citation for an 
illegal structure and told Eric he would have to tear down 
the 7-by-10-foot clubhouse built next to the fence in the 
frontyard of his home. The clubhouse had been built without 
a permit, was not at least 10 feet from the property line and 
didn't conform to standard approved construction. 
Eric was told if he wanted to rebuild a legal clubhouse, he 
would have to get a permit and comply with all the 
regulations in the city building code. 
A city building department official explained that the 
main concern is that “ it has to be at least a safe structure. 
The fact that kids built it does not relieve the owner of 
responsibility and liability." 
“ We don’t want to be the villain," another building 
spokesman said. "But when we get a complaint we have to 
investigate. If the old one is tom down and a new one 
conforms to regulations, the citation will probably be 
forgiven." 
Eric’s mother, Mrs. Beverly Chapman, said that building 
a clubhouse “ is a natural thing for kids to do. " 
“ You can’t keep track of them if they’re meeting some­ 
where on the beach. I ’d much rather have them in my 
yard." 
“ It all struck me pretty negatively," Eric said. “ I was 
pretty proud of that clubhouse. " 
Explaining that he had dropped out of school, Eric said 
building the Reformery was a way of “ keeping me out of 
trouble" and giving him experience in construction work, 
his job ambition. 
Eric and his mother tipped the Reformery over, hooked it 
to a car and dragged it about 25 feet down the yard so it 
would be located far enough from the property line. But the 
building inspector said he still didn’t think Eric could get a 
permit for it. 
The Reformery’s future looked pretty grim, until a 
retired architect, hearing of the boy’s plight, drew up a set 
of plans for a new clubhouse and mailed Eric the $3 for the 
building permit. 
“ I was impressed with the boy’s ambition," said Ray 
Morris. “ He’s trying to pull himself up and make 
something of himself. I ’m all for that." 
Morris recalled the pleasure his own son received from a 
shack, “ a place of his own.” 
The retired architect estimated the clubhouse he 
designed would cost about $300 if the materials were 
purchased new, but Eric has already heard of a pig farmer 
who has some old wood he wants to get rid of. 
“ I like to build things," Eric said, “ Doghouses, shelves, 
cupboards and even a bicycle put together out of old parts. 
“ I build things out of what I can find in rubbish. I ’m a real 
rubbish picker.” 
Determined to build the architect-designed clubhouse 
and do it according to the rules, Eric said it will bear the 
same name as the old one, “ The Reformery."

Big market for 


Lion manure 
— no bull 


IRVIN E, 
Calif. 
(U PI) 
—There is a big market for 
lion manure —no bull. 


Or at least so says Lion 
Country Safari, which main­ 
tains it got into the business 
by accident but the sideline 
is 
proving 
surprisingly 
profitable. 


It all began two weeks ago 
when Charles P. Culp, a 
retired executive, had an 
idea to cope with the deer 
who come down at night 
from the mountains to eat 
his garden in Laguna Beach. 
He had tried everything 
else, Culp said, when it 
occurred to him that lion 
dung might not only make a 
good fertilizer, it might 
repel 
the 
deer, 
who 
presumably would not want 
to frequent a neighborhood 
with 
traces 
of 
recent 
occupation by a lion. 


He asked if he could buy 
manure from Lion Country 
Safari, 
the private 
wild 
animal park between Los 
Angeles and San Diego best 
known as the home of the 
late Frazier, the geriatic 
casanova of the lion world. 
The park sold him manure 
— with 130 lions, it has no 
supply problem —at $5 the 
50 pound bag. 
The publicity given the 
sale 
—and 
C u lp ’s 
endorsement that it works 
—has 
brought 
orders 
flooding 
in, 
a 
park 
spokesman said Thursday. 
"This all began somewhat 
light heartedly,” he said, 
"but now station wagons 
and pickup trucks arrive 
daily” to 
buy 
manure, 
including 
some 
sent 
by 
orchard 
owners 
and 
farmers in deer inhabited 
areas.

"Others are withdrawn and

cry. 
Mrs. Lovelace says her 
program won’t "eliminate a 
difficult 
experience” 
but 
she says it will let the 
children know what they re 
up against and it will inform 
them that 
"there will be 
supporting 
people to go 
through 
the 
experience 
with.” 
The 
program 
is 
not 
confined 
solely 
to 
the 
miniature 
hospital. 
Mrs 
Lovelace 
offers 
a 
pre­ 
admission 
tour 
of 
the 
institution, 
in 
which 
children get a feel for the 
setting, meet a nurse and 
are given a popsicle "so 
they associate their first 
visit here as a very pleasant 
experience,” 
says 
Mrs. 
Lovelace. 
She has also created a 
reward book in verse and a 
board game to help make 
the 
confinement 
more 
palatable. The book, "A 
Visit to the Hospital,” tells 
the story of Kat’s stay in the 
hospital from admitting to 
discharge. At the end of the 
story, there is a chart of 
procedures 
for 
which 
patients can earn stars and 
a certificate of bravery that 
is awarded upon discharge. 
The goal of the game is to 
be 
the 
first 
person 
discharged 
from 
the 
hospital by reaching the 
home square in the center. 
Leaving can be delayed if 
the player picks a card 
saying, "You forgot to wear 
your 
slippers 
to 
the 
playroom, lose a turn,” or it 
can be hastened if the child 
picks a card reading, "For 
holding still during a blood 
test, advance five spaces." 
Mrs. 
L o velace 
emphasizes 
that all 
the 
programs stress discharge 
and going home. "Leaving 
the hospital is an important 
concept 
to 
em ­ 
phasize,” she says. "Kat’s 
walking out the door shows 
that 
hospitalization 
is 


merely an interruption of 
normal life." 


Sandi Breen, mother of a 
7-year-old 
open 
heart 
surgery patient who went 
through the program, can't 
say enough good about it. 
“ I have a totally positive 
reaction,” says Mrs. Breen, 
herself 
a 
nurse 
"Bernadette was naturally 
apprehensive but she was 
totally 
prepared 
for 
everything. When she went 
to the intensive care unit, 
she was just totally calm. 
She did everything they said 
to do and she was very 
confident about working the 
different machines " 


Mrs. Breen says the pro­ 
gram, 
which 
currently 


involves mostly cardiac and 
orthopedic patients, could 
be successfully expanded to 
other areas. Mrs Lovelace 
says expansion is in the 
works. 
"Hospitalization 
was a 
very positive experience for 
Bernadette," 
says 
Mrs 
Breen "She learned to go 
through something in a very 
adult fashion." 
Mrs Breen says the lact 
that no one lied to her 
daughter about any of the 
procedures 
was 
very 
important, too. 
" I ’ve 
seen 
hysterical 
children practically jump 
off the gurney because they 
haven t been prepared at 
other 
institutions," 
she 
says.

My 
so cial 
c o n ta c ts 
w ith 
millionaire farmer Roswell Garst of 
Coon Rapids, Iowa, were never 
formal; the only time I met him was 
15 years ago when he threw raw 
ensilage at me. He had visited 
Russia in 1955, and now in 1959, 300 
reporters and photographers were 
traveling 
with 
Soviet 
Premier 
Nikita Khruschev around America 
and heading for the great Garst & 
Thomas hybrid corn showplace. 
Farmer Garst supplied the press 
with 
eight 
pages 
of 
advance 
information; “when corn is down to 
30 per cent moisture,” he explained, 
“it has reached maximum dry 
weight” which was good to know but 
unlikely to grab a headline. 
Mr. Garst hadn’t reckoned with 
the self-defeating press mob that 
boiled about him like a herd of 
rampaging heifers and he vented his 
irrita tio n 
with 
w eapons 
of 
opportunity, including corn cobs and 
over-ripe vegetables while Nikita 
grinned. 
Dignified 
New 
York 
Timesman, Harrison Salisbury, got 
kicked. All of which indicates the 
difficulty of detente. 
Farmer Garst still works for 
detente. Just before last week’s 
Moscow summit Senator William 
Fulbright inserted some letters into 
the Congressional Record written by 
Garst to the Soviet Embassy here, a 
continuation of a 19-year crusade: 
“You have fertilizer, we have food,” 
he 
said, 
“ Why 
don’t 
we 
get 
together?” It sounds wonderfully 
simple and sensible. There are 
echoes of that in the message 
Messrs. 
Nixon-Kissinger 
bring 
back. 
Mouth-watering 
American 
technical know-how, of course, in 
agriculture and industry is what 
Russia wants now. Russian fields 
are so far north that only about 10 or 
15 per cent of the corn raised in the 
US can mature there. Even with 
special hybrid Garst strains the 
Russians won’t be able to raise 
crops 
the 
way 
the 
American 
combelt does: there is a probable 
vast continuing Russian market for 
American grain. 
And what American com farmers 
want, farmer Garst points out to 
Soviet Ambassador Dobrynin just 
before last week’s summit, 
is 
Russian nitrogen for fertilizer. The 
Soviets 
have an 
abundance of 
natural gas. Four-fifths of the air we 
breathe is nitrogen, but factories 
use natural gas to manufacture it, to 
“fix” it. 
“Nitrogen fertilizers are the thing 
we need most in the USA,” said old 
farmer Garst, reminding Dobrynin 
of the things he showed farmer 
Khruschev in Coon Rapids in the 
50’s — fattening cattle, for example, 
with ground com cobs and molasses, 
and the techniques of fertilizer, 
insecticides, herbicides, and the 
a m a z i n g 
A m e r i c a n 
f a r m 
machinery... 
To farmer Garst things are simple 
and direct; forget submarines and 
think of herbicides, push aside 
m e t a p h y s i c a l 
MIRVs 
and 
contemplate the megatonnage of 
soy beans! That’s the way you 
develop hybrid corn, and world 
peace. 
At least, that’s today’s 
message from Coon Rapids, Iowa. 


Barbed barbs 


Give a man a horse he can ride, 
and he’ll boast about your livery 
stable for years. 


How nice it sounds. Alas, Nixon- 
Kissinger return to a poisoned 
world. We are up for a third test of 
detente; perhaps the hardest. You 
remember that after the Khruschev 
visit in 1959, Ike was scheduled for a 
return visit to Moscow; they had 
even built a golf course for him. But 
just before the Paris Summit the 
visit was shot down with the 
American U-2 spy plane, and Ike 
never got to Russia. It delayed 
detente 15 years. 
Next came Lyndon Johnson’s 
proposed visit to Leningrad in 1968 
when he was supposed to discuss 
limitations of strategic arms with 
Kosygin; he didn’t go, the Czech 
issue came up. 
That brings us down to today, 
with the temptation to oversimplify 
matters in the Garst formula. 
Actually, it’s hard to think of a 
situation that is so confused or so 
likely to get more so. Here is a 
highly unpopular president urging us 
to be nice to a highly unpopular 
adversary at a moment when we 
must decide on impeachment which 
will be highly unpopular either way. 
Almost any expression of opinion is 
apt to be misinterpreted. 
Readers know that this column 
can restrain its enthusiasm for Mr. 
Nixon without any great effort of 
will yet, in this instance, we support 
him. We expect he will exaggerate 
what he got from Moscow and to try 
to use it to his political advantage 
but, just the same, if there is a way 
to reduce tensions with Russia 
we’re for it. 
It was Senator Fulbright who 
cited the Garst letters in a powerful 
speech on the floor the other day, 
and he noted that enemies of Mr. 
Nixon on this issue were not liberals 
but conservatives. 
“With a flawless sense of timing,” 
he charged, “the enemies of detente 
have chosen the moment of the 
President’s departure for Moscow 


to fire a few broadsides at his

Censure 


Fulbright is hardly a friend of Mr. 
Nixon; he has just been defeated for 
re nomination and 
is probably 
bitter, yet he supports the Nixon- 
Kissinger detente policy. He detects 
something that looks like a GOP 
mutiny in the Pentagon. Paul Nitze, 
former deputy secretary of defense, 
member of the SALT negotiating 
team (and a sincere public servant) 
abruptly resigns just before the 
Summit, 
accusing 
Kissinger of 
softness; 
Defense 
Secretary 
Schlesinger, friend of Nitze, talks 
tough about the Soviet’s missile 
power; 
Senator 
Jackson 
(D. 
Washington) presidential aspirant 
who is liberal at home and a hawk 
abroad, attacks Kissinger, and skips 
over a private summit in China. 
It is almost as trying for us to 
support the Soviets as to support 
Mr. Nixon. One of the most shocking 
things we ever saw on television was 
the 
abrupt 
cut-off 
of 
U.S. 
commentators 
in 
Moscow 
by 
Communist officials last week as 
they tried to broadcast the results of 
the Summit. Wouldn’t Spiro Agnew 
have loved that trick or the whole 
Watergate crew for that matter! We 
deplore the Communist emigration 
policy. 
S en at o r 
J a c k s o n ’s 
amendment would de-bar Moscow 
from 
getting 
non-discriminatory 
tariff treatment unless it permits 
unrestricted Jewish emigration. We 
fear the move is self-defeating. 
Senator 
Fulbright’s 
Foreign 
Relations Committee will thrash it 
out this month. “Stabilizing the 
peace 
is 
our 
own 
overriding 
interest,” Fulbright warns bluntly, 
“and it is too important to be 
compromised by meddling — even 
humanitarian 
meddling 
— 
in 
internal Soviet affairs.” 
We missed detente in 1955, and 
again in 1968. Certainly we must not 
pay too high a price for it. But it’s 
still the best hope in sight. 


Congressman John Rhodes of 
Arizona is quoted as saying that the 
censure of President Nixon would be 
the “ worst of two worlds,” and 
liberal Democrats are echoing that 
sentiment with such fervor as to 
betray the fact that it has become a 
real political possibility. 
I confess that I 
am 
surprised 
by 
M r. 
R h o d e s ’ 
position. But then 
he is, after all, the 
Republican 
floor 
leader in the House 
of Representatives. 
Perhaps, as such, 
he 
is taking the 
position that there 
shall be nothing on 
the record critical 
of President Nixon, 
thus 
performing the function of the coach 
who, at half time, declaims to his 
team that the fact that they are 
behind 26-0 has no bearing whatever 
on their prospective victory. Mr. 
Rhodes should be saying more 
interesting things than that; and 
perhaps he is, privately. 
Because, as I say, the bitter­ 
enders, who wake up in the morning 
and dream of meeting Richard 
Nixon at Appomattox, are having 
nothing of it. Mr. Tom Wicker is so 
exercised at the thought of merely 
censuring Nixon that he is driven to 
historical 
solecisms. 
“ For 
Mr. 
Nixon,” — Mr. Wicker writes — 
“censure might be acceptable if he 
wanted nothing more than to cling to 
office — as sometimes seems to be 
his goal; but it could hardly be a 
satisfactory outcome for a man who 
has 
steadfastly 
protested 
his 
innocence of wrongdoing, and whose 
penchant for “firsts” could hardly 
include 
first 
President 
to 
be 
censured.” 
It is more accurately said that 
Mr. Wicker is apparently the last 
public commentator in America to 
discover that another American 
President was indeed censured. It 
was Andrew Jackson, in 1834, and on 
the assumption that there might be 
a few Wickers around, 1 devoted two 
columns to the subject a year ago. 
At that time, there was much 
fulmination against Richard Nixon 
not only on account of Watergate, 
but on account of the bombing of 
Cambodia, which the Senate was 
about to forbid him to do. For a 
while, Mr. Nixon took the position 
that he had the inherent power to 
bomb 
C a m b o d i a : 
but 
the 
constitutional question became lost 
in the shadows of the testimony of 
John Dean. 
Andrew Jackson was censured on 
March 28, 1834, by a vote of 26 to 20, 
on a motion of Henry Clay. Clay 
was saying about Andrew Jackson 
exactly the same kind of thing 
Wicker et al are saying about 
Richard Nixon, and by the way they 
are 
(in 
the 
opinion 
of 
this 
conservative) both correct. 
Clay, reacting furiously against 
Jackson’s a) withdrawing of United 
States Government money from the 
Bank of the United States, and b) 
firing the Secretary of the Treasury 
who 
declined 
to 
follow 
his 
instructions, uttered the following 
words: “The eyes and the hopes of 
the American people are anxiously 
turned to Congress. They feel that 
they 
have 
been 
deceived 
and 
insulted; their confidence abused; 
their interests betrayed; and their 
liberties in danger. They see a rapid 
and alarming concentration of all 
power in one man’s hands. They see 
that, by the exercise of the positive 
authority of the executive, and his 
negative 
power 
exerted 
over 
Congress, the will of one man alone 


prevails and governs the republic.” * 
Now Nixon’s insistence, as of his 
famous broadcast of April 30, 1973, 
wherein 
he 
asserted 
his 
total 
innocence, must be examined in the 
light of what then happened — and 
Mr. Wicker knows this. Obviously 
Mr. 
Nixon did 
not sufficiently 
supervise 
the activities of 
his 
subordinates. And Andrew Jackson, 
replying to Henry Clay, vindicated 
Jackson’s firing of the Secretary of 
the Treasury in words that superbly 
frame the existing impasse. “ ... it 
was for the sole purpose of causing 
all executive officers, from the 
highest to the lowest, faithfully to 
perform the services required of 
them by law that the people of the 


United 
States have made (the 
President) their chief magistrate 
and the Constitution has clothed him 
with the entire executive power of 
the government.” 
In other words, not only is there a 
precedent 
for 
censuring 
a 
President. The facts surrounding 
that 
censure 
are 
dramatically 
relevant. True, three years later, 
the Senate voted to expunge the vote 
of censure; but that is neither here 
nor there. We do not know what 
history will be saying about Mr. 
Nixon three years from now, let 
alone one hundred and three years 
from now. But censure remains, 
right now, the elegant alternative to 
impeachment.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - The 
real danger in the current furor over 
the extent of Henry Kissinger’s 
involvement in the Ellsberg case 
wiretaps is that legitimate criticism 
of, and dissent from, his actions and 
policies will not get the attention 
they deserve. 
One of the secre­ 
tary 
of 
s ta te ’s 
actions 
causing 
deep 
c o n c e r n 
among 
officials 
aware of it is his 
systematic removal 
of highly competent 
experts who dared 
disagree with him 
on 
the 
technical 
effects of strategic 
arms 
concessions 
which 
Kissinger wanted to make to the 
Soviet Union. 


None of these men who have been 
removed from their jobs made their 
differences public. Neither had they 
been meddling in affairs which did 
not 
concern 
them. 
All 
were 
technicians operating in fields of 
their own expertise. They had given 
honest estimates and advice in 
secret meetings held in connection 
with 
the second round of the 
Strategic Arms Limitation Talks, or 
SALT II as they are known. 
Mr. X, the State Department’s top 
politico-military expert, couldn’t be 
fired because of job security so he 
was banished to an obscure foreign 
service 
post. 
The 
reason: 
He 
differed with Kissinger on 
some 
critical estimates of the effects of 
proposed SALT concessions. 
Mr. 
Y, 
a 
highly 
competent 
strategic arms expert 
in the 
Pentagon, is looking for a job. 
Secretary 
of 
Defense 
Jam es 
Schlesinger was unable to protect 
him. The problem: He 
disagreed 
with Kissinger on what could safely 
be conceded to the Russians in 
strategic arms. 


Mr. Z, one of the government’s 
most experienced men in two phases 
of military nuclear matters, was 
permanently 
removed 
from 
National 
Security 
Council 
staff 
sessions on SALT. The reason: He 
disagreed with Kissinger aides on 
the 
range 
of 
concessions 
this 
country should consider in one 
aspect of the talks. 
The 
exact 
terms 
of 
the 
disagreements are classified top 
secret. But it can be said that in part 
they reflect basic differences in 
judgment and in part they involve an 
attempt by the technical men to 
prevent sloppiness in the writing of 
any treaty with the Russians. The 
experts also were willing to make 
ontimistie 
assumDtions 
about 


matters 
not 
yet 
scientifically 
proven. 
There is a concern among some 
men 
at 
the 
Pentagon 
and 
Department of State that Kissinger 
is like certain food faddists who 
jump to conclusions on insufficient 
scientific evidence. There is also 
worry 
over 
Kissinger’s 
known 
impatience with technicalities and 
his predeliction for handling so 
many details personally that he is 
overtired and unable to develop his 
thinking as rigorously as he once did 
in his brilliant books on foreign 
policy. 
The loopholes in the SALT I 
agreement are now well publicized. 
They came about because then 
Kissinger failed to rely on the 
technical men available. Instead, he 
pushed ahead, confident of his own 
intelligence and superb analytical 
ability, believing there was nothing 
he could not personally do. 
Now we are in the same situation, 
with Kissinger, knowing full well he 
is a genius, assuming he can handle 
all aspects of a military-technical- 
scientific-political problem — SALT 
II — without recourse to the advice 
of those who would counter him. 
No matter how wise a man may 
be, he becomes dangerous if he 
hears only the voices of men saying 
yes and shuts out all who differ. This 
is 
especially 
true 
in 
highly 
complicated 
technical 
matters 
which involve the very basis of 
American security.
